How th* Queen of Onwlnrml Stimulant* 


Enslave* IU Victim*. 


Notwithstanding all that haa been 


said and written about opium and the) 
evils resulting from its indiscriminate 
me, the habit still prevails, especially 
among women, to the extent that may 
bo said to threaten the very foundations 
of our social system. Began in many 
instances by the family physician who 
administers a hypodermic injection of 
morphine (one of the most insidious 
forms of opium) to allay some acute or, 
chronic pain, the patient is captivated,' 
by its medicinal effects. The feeling 
of exhilaration and freedom from suf- 
fering that follows its introduction 
into the system is so great that the 
dose will be repeated again and again. 
Soon only a very slight pretext is 
needed, until at last thu nabitisformed 
and the victim of the syringe will ra-' 
sort to any means to procure what now 
becomes necessary to her very exist- 
ence. Should the physician discover 
tho danger and decline to indulge the 
fancy of tho victim, she will procure a 
hypodermic syringe and administer the 
doses herself. "I have known," said a 
Brooklyn physician, "a lady whose 
whole side was a mass of sores from 
hypodermic injections of morphine." 
Dr. Skene, of Brooklyn, in speaking of 
morphine, sakl: 
"Its effect is the 


same whatever the way it is adminis- 
tered. 
Hypodermic injections, how- 


ever, aro more prompt in their action; 
hence more exbilaratingandfascinating 
to the patient. In acute and chronic 
diseases there are opium-eaters who 
aro so in a sort of legitimate way, but 
that physicians should be exceedingly 
careful in the use of the drug is a point 
that is urged in all lectures touching 
on opium in its various phases. Mor- 
phine is the queen of cerebral stimu- 
lants when given in the proper quanti- 
ties. It differs in one important re- 
spect from alcohol—the more yon take 
of it the more your system can endure. 
A man can get drunk on tho same 
quantity of liquor without increasing 
Jt, but with opium he would require 
more each time. It is this peculiarity 
which makes it so dangerous. Half a 
grain has proved fatal, yet some Opium 
caters have gone as high as twenty to 
thirty grains in a day. Morpninei 
should never be used hypode*mically 
except in cases where the pain is so se- 
rvpre that it is necessary to give the pa- 
'tient immediate relief, or where the 
stomach refuses to retain anything. If 
iu a fatal and painful disease, where 
the patient takes opium of necessity, 
but prefers it hypodermically, and the 
doctor indulges the fancy, it is all right. 
But where recovery is possible a hypo- 
dermic injection should never bo used. 
One important point in the morphine 
habit is that victims will go to any 
extreme to procure the drug and 
Ihpy lose all moral sense of right or 
wrong when it touches that subject." 


"This fact is well illustrated in the 


following case," said another physician: 
"A lady in a distant city, connected 
with one of the oldest and best families 
in this country, was suffering from a 
disease which her physician could not, 
or at least did not, cure, but gave her 
morphine to keep her comfortable. 
Tho habit grew until sh« took eight to 
ten grains a day. 
Her friends nnally 


sont her to me, and affer relieving her 
of her trouble I began the process of 
curing the opium nabit. At last she 
became, as we both thought, entirely 
cured, but soon a slight craving for it 
reappeared and grew until, unknown 
to me, she succeeded in getting a sup- 
ply, and was soon as bad as over. The 
supply was cut off, the desire was suc- 
cessfully combated; and a year passed 
without her touching it or experiencing 
any desire for it. One day she called 
with a little bronchitis, I gave her a 
prescription in which was a little pare- 
goric. This she called for again and 
again, taking larger doses each time, 
until sho was on the verge of re-estab- 
lishing tho old habit. I discovered this, 
iorbade the use of the medicine, and 
bho again recovered. A year or two 
afterward, when I had almost forgot- 
ten her, she came to me with a sprained 
jomt. I gave her a liniment contain- 
ing a small quantity of opium. When 
she discovered this bheimmediately be- 
gan taking the liniment internally, and 
again tho thirst for the drug was awak- 
ened. This was detected, and when I 
upbraided her for deceiving me she 
said that I wns as much m the wrong 
.is sin' was for giving hor such a lini- 
uicut 
On nil other points she was 


hone L and truthful, but m this y>artiu- 
ular n'^pt'ft she would do anything to 
gel tlie drug she loved so much." 


"llorphiue," said Dr. Francis Quin- 


lan, of this city, "is an alkaloid of 
opium, and the one most extensively 
u->ed. The preparation used is a Mu- 
jendie 
solution containing 
sixteen 


grains to an ounce ot water. The dose 
is about seven drops, and the effects 
last from two to three hours. Admin- 
istered hypodermipally, its effects are 
it'lt at once, and is consequently more 
sought after bv opium useis. Its effect 
is terrible. The victims lose all sense 
of right or wrong, and will .steal to 
procure it. One of my patients, an En- 
glish lady, wife of a prominent engin- 
eer, living in tin up-town flat, had a 
syringe of her own. She broke the 
nVedle, and I was called in to give her 
» hypodermic injection. I found her 
dull, torpid and nerveless, and pre- 
pared nn syringe, when she said: 'Ex- 
cusc1 me,' doctor, but I will take it my- 
self.' 
Thinking it a matter of delicacy 


I acquiesced, and she retired. She re- 
turned in a few minutes as active as 
possible, her eyes bright and her man- 
ner as animated as ever. She was 'so 
sorry she had broken my needle.' She 
had stolen it, and put her own broken 
one in my case. Her husband came 
next day with a new one, but of 
course I refused to receive it. The 
h.ibit is » frightful eurse," sadly ended 
the doctor, "and numbers some of our 
most brilliant society ladies among its 
victims."—#. ¥. Tele

As tho particulars of tbe explosion are

Tlie places selected by the dynamiters for 
their operations are apparently those 
whore tho greatest (atudlty would be likely 
to occur because of tho nambvr of people 
who frequent them each day. 
'Ihe explosion In Westminster Hall was 


more serious th»u at first reported, 
Four people were seriously Injured. Two 
polioemon who were In the Immediate vi- 
cinity of the explosive when It went off, 
are MlU to be dying. The infernal ma- 
chine was at first seen by a lady, who be- 
ing carious to know the conteuts of the 
»tmns<e package pointed it out to a po- 
liceman named Cole, at the same tlma 
asking him what It was. Cole seized the 
box when the explosion followed, dealing 
destruction on all sldea and completely 
wreaking the hall. 


Three minutes after the above occur- 


rence, and before tha people In the vi- 
cinity realized tbe full extent ot the dis- 
aster, a deafening report was heard, and 
tlie second outrage ol the day had been 
consummated. 


The explosion In the House ot Com- 


mon* took place under the strangers' gal- 
lery, close to Bratllauga's usual seat. The 
lobby was completely wrecked and the 
gallery thrown down. 
The Speaker's 


chair was destroyed, and the stone work 
sunoundlug It cracked and displaced. 


Tbe explosion at the Tower of London 


took place In the famous white tower. 
Tbe quantity of dynamite used here was 
greater than at the other places, as tbe 
roof of the white tower was blown oft 
and the structure Itself shattered almost 
beyond recognition. Among the injured 
here were several children of tender 
years, whose pale faces, bleeding wound, 
and broken limbs were pitiful to behold.

The new masts are not 
intended for use in the old navy, but 
are designed to embellish the now and 
alleo-cd cruisers now being fashioned 
by the ingenious Mr. John Roach. Tho 
workers in. the boat shop bave one 
mast nearly finished and are framing 
another. 
The two are meant for the 


newly launched cruiser Atlanta, now 
due at the yard. 


Most people think an iron mast is 


cast and solid, and wonder why its 
weight doesn't pull it up by the roots 
or punch a hole in the bottom and slide 
through. 
This shows how easy it is to 


be mistaken. An iron mast ia really 
lighter than wood. A sixty-foot stick 
of spruce or yellow pine two feet in 
diameter at the base weighs far more 
than the shell forming tho modern iron 
steamship masts. 
These masts for the Atlanta will oe 


fine specimens of their kind. 
Tha 


mainmast is two feet in diameter at tbe 
base, tapering to seventeen inches at 
the top, at which point the funnel will 
be fashioned square making a marked 
distinction from foreign-made 
mast 


heads, which are left round. The maini 
mast is sixty-eight feet four and one- 
half inches in length, and the foremast 
two Inches shorter. The method of 
construction is peculiar. 
Three T 


shaped rods of steel, the length of the 
mast to be made, are afibceofbase out- 
ward In circular wooden frames, and 
around the skeleton tbus formed the 
ready-shaped plate* are riveted in 
place. The plates are twelve feet m 
length and about one-half of an inch 
in thickness. They are sold to the 
Government as steel by a Pennsylvania 
firm, but are rather made of first-class 
iron, or, if steel, ol » very mild type, 
at least so say the mechanics work- 
ing it. 
The present force are likely to be 


kept busy long, as all tho new vessels 
are to be thus equipped. Aside from 
lightness and little danger from break- 
age, the iron masts have the advantage 
o? suffering but slightly from cannon 
shot in war and will not splinter. In- 
side strong lateral braces give perfect, 
steadiness, so that no solid shaft would 
be more inflexible. 


Tbe yard shops are turning out some 


heavy iron work just now, besides 
framing 
together the 
eleven-inch 


armor plates of the Miantonomah. Mr. 
Parsells is laying the floor of the latter 
craft's gun deck with sheets of iron 
three-quarters of an inch thick and three 
and one-half feet wide and twenty- 
four long, each weighing three thousand 
pounds. 
Years ago a twelve-foot plate 


was considered the acme in rolled 
sheets, and so little was it thought that 
their length would be increased that a 
heavy rolling machine when put to 
work in the stop was placed so near tho 
wall as to be unavailable now. 


A fow days ago a rolling machine of 


immense proportions arrived at the 
yard. It will be set up in the new shop 
in construction next to the Intrepid. 
The three rollers weigh twenty-five 
tons; tho two bod rolls scaling eight 
tons each and tho upper one nine— 
altogether it weighs forty-five tons. It 
will be used on the naval destroyers to 
be built in the hereafter, and on tha two 
now boing repaired. 


Tho coming of the Dolphin and tho 


Atlanta will bring much continuous 
work to tho yard, for after them will 
come the Boston, Chicago and their 
sisters, each With work to do.—Brook- 
lyn Eaylc.

thit magazine, on high scientific au 
thority, based on registered observa- 
tions, that during the twelve years 
commencing in 1872 and ending in 
1883, 364 distinct shocks of earth- 
quake were experienced in the Uni 
ted States and Canada, not including 
Alaska, which might have been turn- 
ed upside down without the news 
reaching civilized people. Of these 
earthquakes, 151 were on the Pacific 
coast, 147 on the Atlantic coast and 
sixty six in the Mississippi Valley. 
It thus appears that an earthquake 
occurs once iu about twelve days 
somewhere in the United States or 
Canada.
